Every 
night the devout gather outside a 
different home and plead in Spanish 
for admittance. 

BRAZIL 
In Brazil which is still further 
south, Chrlstma3 is almost a sum- 
mer festival, ■ with flowers, fire- 
works, picnics, boating excursions 
and fiestas. 



TAVISS 

Renato GIrolamI, formerly of 
Italy, was surprlicd when hc first 
came here to find that Christmas is 
an occasion for joyous celebration. 
In Itaiy It is a, sacred holiday, 
highlighted by solemn church cere- 
monies. Most of the town attends 
an elaborate Midnight mass. One 
feature we would find strange Is 
the use of a miniature representa- 
tion of the Nativity, called a Pre- 
sepio. as a symbol instead of the 
evergreen tree Canadians ore Ufcd 
to. The children arc not given 
presents on Christmas but on the 
Feast of Epipha'ny twelve da.vs 
! later. Their Santa Claus is a female 
saint called Belann, 
EUROPE 
In France and Scotland the holi- 
day centres around the New Year, 
not Christmas, culminating In the 
Epiphany or Feast of.

F or Students Early in January 




Mid-term examinations will be- 
gin at 9 MM., NOT 10 aja. as has 
been the procedure in. the past 
few years, and will run until 12 
noon, Dean II. N. Fleldhouse of 
Arts Ss Science announced today. 
In the afternoon they will be held 
between 2 p.m. and S p.m. : 

The exatns began at 9 «.nS. be- 
fore Dawson College was opened 
and the change was made to bene- 
fit commuting students. 



'The Physical Science Centre is 
being rushed to completion and 
several parts of the building will 
be ready for use by earl y. Janu ra ry.'' 
stated Mr; R. G.^pSm^j^Vihe 
Department of BuridlnS§Rii'nd 
Grounds- Construction on^'alT^five 
floors is being speeded up in order 
to make available to the students 
various sections of the building as 
soon as possible. 

The. Centre will cctitain libraries, 
lecture rooms and;Jaboratpries for 
the use of the students^ot physics, 
chemistry and' metallurgy. 

The building is now completely 
enclosed. Windows are In place 
and the stone work ' on the front 
has been finished. Plastering and 
work on the floors is being rushed 
to completion. 'Two class rooms 
on the ground floor and a number 
of offices on the second floor should 
be available for use early in 
January, however, there is still 
much fork to be done on the lecture 



hall, which has a seating capacity 
of 350," said Dr. Defries. The one- 
time bookstore is now well on the 
way to becoming a MelalliirKir Lab.

"Early In the winter of 1950 the 
outlook, for the graduating class 
appeared uncertain, and consider- 
able. difficulty in placing the huge 
number of graduating Engineers was 



anticipated. By the end of the 
summer a shortage of candidates 
existed In many fields.. The demand 
by employers, initially at least, was 
not- as^ ercat as in previous ycar.s. 
This was"* evidenced by the f.ict 
that only 45 recruiting visits look 
place, as compared to 31 last year. 
From present indications, however. 
It appears that opportunities for the 
1951 class will be as good or better 
than in previous years." 
' "Employers, as usual, had few 
jobs to offer women graduates, al- 
though many women graduates 
defer their job search until the 
fall, and a number are placed at 
tha^ time."

As .\mcri- 
ca's: citizens gossiped arounrl the four-foot, 
flofll-firc'd . iron stove, thè talk was full of 
Christmas doings. 




Like most riiial towns, America woidd eat 
well— homemade fruit cakes, mashed potatoes 
and gravy, roast turkey with oyster dressing. 
There would be jircsents under' eveiy Christ- 
mas tree. .\nd in the Ameriean Christian 
Church. .Mrs. Bertha Ha.vdon held reheaisnis 
all week long for the pageant of "The Coming 
of the King."

Urquhart for this delay. 

'."Sandy" Urquhart, ' as he wbs 
known to his friends, wbs himself 
one.ot the great Canadian, soldiers 
of , the First World AVar. Wounded 
almost to death in the Amiens' 
showi he never regained his health. 
It is a token ot ColonerUrquhart's 
courage that for years during which 
he was never well, he continued to 
labor at this work, pausing only to 
answer the call of his beloved regi- 
ment In the Second World War. 
The book shows the defects oC a 
prolonged and broken authorship. 
Once the immchsc amount of rele- 
vant material had been sifted and 
organized, the work should have 
been wiitlcn at white heat while 
the author's mind was stirred by 
the greatness of his 'subject; but 
Colonel Urquhart was physically 
unable to do this, and had, for pro- 
tracted periods, to lay aside his 
task and then return to It, blow- 
ing upon the cold ashes he had 
Icit to recover the glow and 
warmth ot the lire. He never quite i 
succeeded; the result Is a book un- 
even in quality and inspiration. 
Nevertheless all Canada is debtor 
to thé bràvc gentleman who, dc- 
fpite infirmities and frustrations, 
r.wc us this vivid account of the 
Corps and lis Commander. There 
may yet be greater biographies of 
Sir Arthur to be written, but none 
will come from the pen ot a more 
ga'llant figure or a truer friend. 

Early Years 
The first section of the book is 
devoted to an account ot Sir 
.\rlhur's early years. It Is a picture 
of a quite undistinguished Cana- 
dian youngster. There is really 
nothing In this period of Sir 
Arthur's life which suggests the 
greatness he was yet to show. On 
the countrary, this section closes 
with the picture ot a man who lost 
hi& head in a real estate boom; and 
at Colonel Urquhart .says, "threw 
rca.son tn the wind.;, invc.itcd his 
all in real estate, and advi:srd clients 
and friends to do llkewifc." The 
result when the boom broke wiu 
disaster. How to reconcile that pic- 
ture with that of the man whS, 
lilcrally overnight,' became a mili- 
tary leader, who throughout his 
«ubi'cqucnt career di.spiiiycd n 
soundness ot judgment, a capacity 
to \vci:li .nil fsetois in any situa- 
tion, and a cautious commonsensc 
far beyond that of others, Is beyond 
the reader to understand. Colonel 
Urquhart's presentation of the 
facts Is not to be questioned, but 
the mystery remains of the sudden 
transformation ot a businessman 
who failed, Into a soldier who 
magnificently succeeded. 

The second secllon of the book 
Is quite the best. It deals with Sir 
Arthur's military career. At a 
condensed history of the forma- 
tion and achievements of the 
Canadian Corps, It Is masterly. 
Colonel Urquhart has here 
shown a penetrating discrimin- 
ation and a praiseworthy self-dls- 
clpllne. In confining himself to 
Ihe significant and decisive 
events of four years of . Incessant 



battle. Only one^ does the soldier 
In him overcome the biographer 
when In Chapter Eight he gives a 
detailed account of the . critical 
battle at Ypres in. April I91S. It 
was a chaotic struggle and only a 
military man can appreciate the 
account of an action so fluid as 
to defy accurate reporting. 

In modern warfare nobody in- 
volved in action, sees a battle, but 
only his own hot comer of It. It 
Is therefore, to . the , ordinary 
reader, gain that Colonel Urqu- 
hart dors not try to describe In 
detail any of the subsequent 
«étions in which the Corps won 
Its reputation and Sir Arthur a 
mounting fame. In the account of 
these 'years we see the battalion 
commander ' gaining in experi- 
ence, authority, and power, until 
the supreme moment when the 
former businessman became the 
Corps Commander of one of Ihe 
greatest fichting forces on the 
Western Front. It Is a magnifi- 
cent record achieved solely by 
proven ; merit, and by the unan- 
swerable right of such character 
and power as made Sir Arthur 
the 0.\E man for the respon- 
slbillly and honour of leading the 
Canadian Corps. 

His rise was increasingly marked 
by three cliaractcristlcs of true 
leadership. First, his capacity to 
choose the ripht men for his staff, 
and to delegate to them authority. 
Only In an emergency did he in- 
tervene in the policy or decisions 
of his commanders. If, however, 
through their own fault they fail- 
ed, his Judgment was swift. Sec- 
ond, his keen dcci.'^ivc jurfumonl of 
a situation or a plan of action. Sir 
Arthur was deliberate In reaching 
a conclusion.^ but once made, it 
staod. He had the courage of his 
convictions Imperlurbably he faced 
criticism, and only a direct order 
from the higher command availed 
to alter his decisions. Thiid. wa.s 
his capacity to win and hold the 
confidence and honor of his offi- 
cers. Colonel Urquhart acknowledg- 
es frankly that Sir Arthur had 
not a Ilkeability to win the men 
In-' the rank.s. To them re appeared 
the aloof, cold and Impersonal com- 
mander. Whether by Ignorance of 
their psycholosy, or a complete in- 
ability to put his life alongside of 
theirs, the fact remains that he 
was by no means the idol of his 
troops. It was altogether differ- 
ent with his officers, and in par- 
ticular those who stood closest to 
him. That was demonstrated In 
overwhelming fashion at the fam- 
ous, or rather Infamous, trial at Co- 
bourg. What that tria'l cost Sir 
Arthur none can say, b'ut through 
It there came to him an amazing 
proof of the place he held in the 
honor and love ot those who terv- 
ed with him. 

Leadership at MeGIII . 
The third section of the book is 
devoted ' to an account of Sir 
Aithur's Principalshlp of McGlll. 
To University men this is probably 
the leiist successful phase of the 
plography. It was a daring thing for 
iMcGIll to choose as its Principal a 
man without academic background 
or scholastic attainment. But Sir 
Arthur did not fall the trust im- 
posed In him. To unfamiliar tasks 
he brought to bear the same quali- 
ties of leadership whieh^fmadé him 
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^5.00 .

the 

regime McGlIl passed through crit- 
ical days but emerged more secure 
In reputation, better ' equipped In 
buildings, better staffed In men. 
Due credit must be given to the 
Principal who in years of declining 
strength gave himself unreservedly 
to the Interest of the University 
and in the doing of it, as always, 
grappled to him In honour and 
friendship, those with whont he 
worked. ^ 

.One feature of Ihe biography 
Is to be regretted, namely the 
plioinlnehce given to the unhappy 
story of the enmities, Jealousies, 
and Intrigues so apt to gather 
about a man thrust Into fame, 
or these Sir Arthur had more 
than his share. They; shortened 
his life iind added Inimeutirab^' 
to Ills burdens. The only Justifi- 
cation for the emphasis given 
to these Kordlil tilings is the fact 
that in mecling them. Sir Arthur 
evinced a grcatnes of spirit which 
rcfiised to permit his personal 
suffering to Interfere with his 
duty 1» the Corps, or affect his 
leadership nf It. At llie last he 
had his vlndlralion In the Courts, 
but at the cost of his life. 
After. Cobourg he was never the 
same. His courage was undiminish- 
ed, but the drain on his physical 
strength was more than his wearied 
body could sustain. So the shadows 
cloic on the life of a man who gave 
himself for his country and in the 
doing of It won a name that will 
live In Canadian history. At the 
dinner given to Sir Arthur by his 
officers after the Cobourg trial, the 
writer of this review closed his 
addres on that o:casion with these 
words.

It. Priçce Alectl was more the 
martyr of his impersonator. Neil 
Glllman, than of fate. Miss Taylor 
has somewhat overdone the cast of 
the blase Lady /.enster. Betty 
Yelland, Alectl's. love, played witli 
a warm tenderness. 

The Bear Chckov's satire deals 
with the rights and affectations of 
women. The 'bear,' played by Di- 
mltrlus Codunls'has ruthlessly, and 
brilliantly unmasked the foibles of 
the weaker sex will. A savage 
Irony of tone inflection and full 
projection into his role, Codounis 
completely captivated the audience 
ana marked himself as the best ac- 
tor of the evening.

In England, 'Ihe^custom 
was Introduced In the nineteenth 
century by Albert, Prince Conv 
sort, who brought It from Ger- 
many. The Germans were not 
the only race to partake In this 
habit. The use of flowering trees 
dates back to the Feast of the 
Tabernacles of the Jews, the 
laurel of the Romans, and several 
Northern European customs. The 
Saxons used hotly and ivy in 
many of their religious ceremon- 
ies. 

The tradition of the Yule log Is 
probably ■ variation en the char- 
aeterlstie bonfire of the sun fes- 
tivals by which people of old 
marked the stages of progress In 
tht earth's côlirsé around the sun. 

And so these many traditions 
have spreid throughout the 
world, bringing with them Joy 
and cheer and goodwill to all 
men.

"The Shephciïl, of Israel" . . . The wise men of 
Matthew's account may have been reluctant 
to leave the capitii! ci(y. .Frrusalem, at the di- 
rection nf the scrilics, and journey eight miles 
further to this modest village, 'But thouglu 
they left Herod and his palace, behind them, 
they went on and found indeed the genuine 
Price of the House of David . . . 

"Te great things of truth and life cannot 
be measured by walls and towers, sfjuare miles 
and boulevards, tluougs of men and women or 
thunderous salutes from artillerj*. Not . the 
place, or the grandeur, but the honest, open 
heart of those who will receive Him, can mark 
the birth and the rule of .this redeeming. 
Savior, God's gift to the world." 

As the fainilics of America headed home 
after the clo.«ing hymn, they looked- like 
the pco|)Ic of many another congregation 
across the land— people witli steady faith in 
themselves and the world in which Cîod had

It Is rreally I» ht re(retted that 
the publication ot this blofrapliy 
of Sir Arthur Currie hu been so 
lonr delayed that many of the very 
men .who knew him bast, and lov- 
ed him most, have paaacdjii^ayf No 
blame la to be atttelicd'-lo'" Colonel 
Urquhart for this delay, 

"Sandy" Urquhart, ' as he wss 
known to his (ricnds, was himself 
one of ^th e^ great Canadian, soldiers 
of tffipïnt^.Worid War. Wounded 
almost to deiith In the Amiens* 
showi he never regained his health. 
It Is a token of Colonel Urquhart's 
courage that for years during which 
he was never well, he continued to 
labor at this work, pausing only to 
answer the call of his beloved regi- 
ment In the Second World War, 
The book shows the defects of a 
prolonged and broken' authorship. 
Once the immense amount of rele- 
vant material had been sifted and 
organized, the work should have 
been written at while heat while 
the author's mind was stirred by 
the greatness of his 'subject; but 
Colonel Urquhart was physically 
uhablé to do this, and had, for pro- 
tracted periods, to lay aside his 
task and then return to It, blow- 
ing upon the cold ashes he had 
left to recover the glow and 
warmth of the fire. He never quite 
succeeded; the result Is a book un- 
even in quality and inspiration. 
Nevérthclcss all Canada is debtor 
to thé brave gentleman who, de- 
spite infirmities and frustrations, 
:;.ive us this vivid account of the 
Corps and ils Commander. There 
may yet be greater biographies of 
Sir Arthur to be written, but none 
will come from the pen of a more 
ga'ilant figure or a truer friend. 

Early Vears 

Tlie first section of the book Is 
devoted to an account of Sir 
Arthur's early years. It is a picture 
of à quite undistinguished Cana- 
dian youngster. There Is really 
nothing in this period of Sir 
Arthur's life which suggests the 
greatness he was yet to show. On 
the countrary, this 'section closes 
with the picture of a man who lost 
hU head tn a real estate boom;- and 
as Colonel Urquhart say.«. "threw 
reason to the wind.s, invested his 
all in real estate, and advised clients 
and friends In do llkewifC." The 
result when the boom broke was 
disaster. How to reconcile that pic- 
ture with that of the man wh3, 
literally overnight; became a mili- 
tary leader, who throughout his 
subsequent cnrccr displayed n 
soundness of Judgmcnl, a capacity 
lo \vci2h all fficlors in any situa- 
tion, and a cautious commonsensc 
far beyond that of others. Is beyond 
the reader to understand. . Colonel 
Urquhart's presentation of thé 
facts is not to be questioned, but 
the mystery remains of the sudden 
transformation of a businessman 
who failed, into a soldier who 
magnificently succeeded. 

The second section of the book 
is quite the best. It deals with Sir 
Arthur's military career. Ai a 
condensed history of the forma- 
tion and achievements of the 
Canadian Corps, it Is masterly. 
Colonel Urquhart has here 
sliown a penetrating discrimin- 
ation and a praiseworthy seif-dli- 
cipllne, In confining himself to 
the significant and deeislve 
events of four years of.lneéssant 



battle. Only onc^ does the apidier 
in him overcome the biographer 
when In Chapter Eight he gives a 
detailed aecount of the^. critical 
battle at Ypres in^ April 1915. It 
wa* a chaotic struggle and only a 
military man can appreciate the 
account of an action so fluid as 
to defy accurate^reporling. 

In modern w artft ' e^oli ody in- 
volved In actiohl roMl BKttie. but 
only hia oivn liofpSninr^ot It. It 
Is therefore, to ' the ordinary 
reader, gain that Colonel Urqu- 
hart does not try to describe In 
detail any of the subsequent 
actions In which the Corps ■won 
its repiifation and Slr^Arthur a 
mounting fame. In tli^iSceo^t of 
these -years we see the'^ battalion 
commander- gaining in experi- 
ence, authority, and power, until 
Ihe supreme moment when the 
. former businessman became the 
Corps Commander of one of the 
greatest fighting forces on the 
Western Front. It is a magnifi- 
cent record achieved solely by 
proven merit, and by the unan- 
swerable right of such character 
and power as made Sir Arthur 
the O.NIï man for the respon- 
sibility and honour of leading the 
Canadian Corps, 

His rise was incrc.Tslngiy marked 
by three characteristics of true 
leadership. First, his capacity to 
choose the right men for his staff, 
and to delegate to them authority. 
Only in an emergency did he In- 
tervene In the policy or decisions 
of his commanders. If, however, 
through their own fault they fail- 
ed, his judgment w3s swift. Sec- 
ond, his keen dcci.sivc jud^nicnt of 
a situation or a plan ot action. Sir 
Arthur was deliberate in reaching 
a conclusion,^ but once made, it 
stood. He had the courage of his 
convictions imperturbably he faced 
criticism, and only a direct order 
from the higher command availed 
to alter his decisions. Third, was 
his capacity to win and hold the 
confidence and honor of his offi- 
cers. Colonel Urquhart acknowledg- 
es frankly that Sir Arthur had 
not a llkcability to win the men 
in the ranks. To them re appeared 
the aloof, cold and impersonal com- 
mander. Whether by ignorance ol 
their psychology, or a complete in- 
ability to put his ilfe alongside of 
theirs, the fact remains that he 
was by no means the Idol of his 
troops. It was altogether differ- 
ent with his officers, and in par- 
ticular those who stood closest to 
him. That was demonstrated in 
overwhclminH fashion at the fam- 
ous, or rather Infamous, trial at Co- 
bourg. What that tria'l cost Sir 
Arthur none can say, but tlirough 
it there came to him an amazing 
proof of the place he held in the 
honor and love of those who tcrv- 
cd with him. 

Leadership at McGIII . 
The third section of the book is 
dei'oted to an account of Sir 
Aithur's Principaiship of McGili. 
To University men this is probably 
the least succcfslul phase of the 
piography. It was a daring thing for 
McGili to choose as Its Principal a 
man without academic background 
or scholastic attainment. But Sir 
Arthur did not fail the trust im- 
posed In him. To unfamiliar tasks 
he brought to, bear. the same quali- 
ties of. leadénii|i^whlch made him

Due credit must be given to the 
Principal who in years of declining 
strength gave himself unreservedly 
to the interest of the University 
and in the doing of it, as always, 
grappled to him In honour and 
friendship, those with whont he 
worked, , ' . 

One feature of Ihe biography 
Is to be regretted, namely Ihe 
phoininehce given to the unhappy 
story of the enmities. Jealousies, 
and Intrigues so apt to gather 
about a man thrust into fame, 
or tliese Sir Arthur had more 
than his sharc.bThbyi,ahortened 
his life and added Immeasurab^ 
to his burdens. The only Justifi- 
cation for the emphasis given 
to these sordid things is the fact 
that in meetinir them, Sir Arthur 
evinced a grcalnes of spirit which 
refiised to permit his personal 
suffering lo jnterfere with his 
duty tu the Corps, or affect his 
leadership of It. At Ihe last he 
had his vindication In the Courts, 
but at the cost of his life. 
After. Cobourg he wa£ never the 
same. His courage was undiminish 
cd, but the drain on his physical 
strength was more than his wearied 
body could sustain. So the shadows 
close on the life of a man who gave 
himself for his country and In the 
doing of it won a name that will 
live In Canadian history. At the 
dinner given to Sir Arthur by his 
officers niter the Cobourg trial, the 
writer of this review closed his 
addres on that occasion with these 
words.

Many varied traditions, have 
grown out of these early pagan 
rites. Hie practice ot giving gitta 
to ene's friends and relatives 
originated amongst the Romans 
during the feast of the Saturnalia. 

Flerâl Decorating 
The custom ot decorating trees 
grew up In Gérmany where fir 
trtes were adorned with flowers, 
trull, or brightly coloured orna- 
ments. In England, the custom 
waa introduced In the nineteenth 
century by Albert, Prince Corn- 
sort, who brought It from Ger- 
many, The Germans were not 
the only race to partake In this 
habit. Hie uae of flowering trees 
dates baek to the Feast of the 
Tabernacles of the Jews, the 
laurel of the Romans, and several 
Northern European customs. The 
Saxons used holly and ivy In 
many of their religious ceremon- 
ies. 

The tradition of the Yule log Is 
probably a variation on the char- 
acteristic bonfire of the sun fes- 
tivals by which people of old 
marked the 'stages of progress In 
the earth's éotirsë âround the sun. 

And so these many traditions 
have spreàd throughout the 
world, bringing with them Joy 
and cheer ind goodwill to all 
men.
